  EFFECT:    Makes the following changes to the bill: 
• Adds efficiency and reliability to the factors that  must be 

considered when determining if private transportati on providers 
can use HOV and transit only lanes. 

•  Allows the state department of transportation and local 
authorities to prohibit the use of HOV lanes by pri vate 
transportation provider vehicles when the average t ransit speed 
in such a lane falls below 45 miles per hour more t han ten 
percent of the time during peak hours. 

• Encourages local authorities to establish a process  for private 
transportation providers to apply for the use of fa cilities 
reserved for the use of public transportation vehic les. 

• Requires private employer transportation service ve hicles to be 
marked with a business name or logo and meet the an nual 
certification requirements of the department. 

• Changes the time for determining whether to suspend  the 
requirement for accommodation of private transporta tion 
providers' use of park and ride lots from off-peak hours to 
between 6 a.m. and 4 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

• Adds the requirement that when designing portions o f a highway, 
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state and local authorities insure that changes mad e to 
accommodate private transportation providers do not  interfere 
with the efficiency, safety, and reliability of pub lic 
transportation operations. 

• Requires portions of the act and rules adopted unde r the act 
that conflict with federal requirements that are a prescribed 
condition of local authorities receipt of federal f unds to be 
inoperative to the extent of the conflict.
